for the secretaryship of state. 


A. W. Mellon of Pittsburgh has re- 


signed as director of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and will become secretary of 
the treasury. 


Charles Grosvenor Dawes of Chica- 


go, who was previously mentioned for 
this place, will probably become gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve Board 
succeeding W. P. G. Harding, who is 
about to resign to become president 
of the new hunderd million dollar ex- 
port corporation.

These reports appear to 
establish the fact that Europe is not ?*• 
ing Jo consent to abandonment of the 
League of Nations it has set up as a part 
of the Versailles treaty of peace, and 
which is ultimately related to the admin- 
istration of the treaty and the execution 
of its terms.

The report that Great Britain, France 


and Germany are considering an agree- 
ment of an economic character for the mu- 
tual solution of their reconstruction prob- 
lems which, i£ perfected, would greatly 
reduce the needs of Europe for American 
"oods and assistance, is one that deserves 
O 
the serious consideration of our govern- 
ment. It is a highly significant develop- 
ment arising out of the refusal thus far of 
the "United States to join in the allied 
peace and to enter the League to enforce 
peace. 


There is no doubt that the United 


States can go too far in its antagonism of 
Europe on the peace issue for its own 
good. It has already suffered heavily in 
an economic sense, through the closing of 
European markets to America's surplus 
production. 
One of the prime factors in 


the depression which came upon this coon- 
try in the midst of unbounded prosperi- 
ty was the delay in. negotiating peace and 
the compromising light in which this gov- 
ernment appeared. 
Europe, bereft of 


credit and the allies bereft of the support 
of the United States in making peace, had 
to shift for themselves. If it is possible 
for it to get on its feet without the fur- 
ther aid of the United States it is likely to 
do so. 
Not having associated ourselves 


politically or commercially with Europe in 
the final disposition of peace we face at 
the moment a period of economic isolation. 
and it must be said that economic isolation 
would be quite as logical as the political 
isolation opponents of the League insist 
upon and have thus far succeeded in se- 
curing.- 


The opposition of Europe to an entirely 


new association of nations is au interest- 
ing commentary upon the campaign decla- 
ration of Mr. Harding that he had been as- 
sured by a "spokesman of France" that 
that nation was ready to scrap the League 
and begin 'all over again. Evidently the 
"spokesman" was somewhat premature. 
Happily for the position of the United 
States the tendencies of the new admin- 
istration seem to be away from the ex- 
treme attitude of the irreconcilable^ and in

than In the stomach Itself) is tho cause of the "in 
digestion" or "dyspepsia" of which the troublesome 
aciditv is one symptom. 
Acidity, or rather excessive acidity fhyperchlor 


hydrla) of the stomach Is a frequent expression of 
gallstones, of chronic appendicitis, and 
of 
pure 


worry, as wen aa uloor. Moreover, an nicer may oc 
cur in tho stomach or in the duodenum without any 
excessive- acidltv, or even with a diminished secre- 
tion of the natural hydrochloric acid of digestion. 


These soda fiends probably do themselves no 


harm at all, in so far as tho effects of the soda or 
the. magnesia or whatever alkali may be concerned. 
Tho only objection to the habit is that it tends to 
keep the victim from seeking intelligent treatment 
which offers at least a three to-one chance of giving 
permanent relief or curr. 
I do not advise anyone to take soaa or other al 


kalis in any doso for any condition. I merely say 
that the use of such alkalis is probably harmless in 
itself. I do advise anyone not to fall into the habit 
of relying upon evan a comparatively harmless mcdl 
cine or drug for any purpose whatever. 


A great many of the gullible old public switch 


from plain magnesia or baking soda to some fancy 
stuff dolled up in a swell package and labelled a 
catchy name—but still the same old soda In dis 
guise, soda glorified by tho rainbow promises of the 
nostrum vender. Well, let 'cm blow It that way if 
they prefer; such folks deserve to die poor. A skill 
ful vender can mix enough charcoal to irritate, if 
you should get it in yonr eye with a drop of pepper 
mint or some other pleasant smell and a large quan 
tity of soda, put it up in fancy style and make a 
fortune out of it'if he uses enough of the right sort 
of publicity. He directs you to take from forty to 
eighty of the little tabloids at a sitting—and of 
cours° that is as good as a dip in tho old soda can; 
better, maybe, because yon find no bunk in tho ~J-

In almost any de- 
partment, even in some of the newest 
buildings, yon can walk down long 
corridors lined with open shalves, and 
you will seo that 
these shelves are 


crammed, fcer upon tier, with papers. 
In some corridors the walls appear 
made of a solid mass of bundled docu- 
ments bound with red tape. You can 
this in the basements and top 


stories of almost all of the buildings. 


Patents Not Safe 


In the Patent Office, where over a 


million patents are filed, no attempt 
is made to safeguard them, except the 
ordinary precautions of having guards 
to watch out for fire, and hatchets 


proving that it did indeed settle its 
obligations in these deals. In the ar- 
chives building too will be the big 
treaties that the United States made, 
with historic signatures on them — 
that is, the treaties will be there if 
nothing happens to them in tho mean- 
time.

Scaring Aw»y the Germs 


Please tell me what is the best spray or gargle for 


use to prevent the flu and other nose, throat and 
chest troubles. (C. TV. K.) 


ANSWER—There is no satisfactory proof that 


any sprny or gargle prevents such diseases. One 
army surgeon on a post where much influenza pre- 
vailed, declared that by personally supervising the 
thorough use of the well known Dobell'a solution as 
a gargle by all the men of one company, he had kept 
that company free from the disease. Ho made every 
man gargle "thoroughly with one part Dobell's so- 
lution and four parts water each night and morn- 
ins. I believe a saturated solution of boric acid 
(all the boric add the hot water will dissolve) is as 
pffectlvo a garglo or nasal spray as can be used. 
However, 1 never used any such suppositions pro- 
caution against influenza when attending patients 
111 of the disease. The best prevention against the 
respiratory infections is a suitable mask when you

capital and labor was the solution of- 
fered by Miss Ida M. Tarbell, Ameri- 
ca's foremost woman publicist, in her 
lecture In Lawrence Memorial chapel 
Monday evening under the auspices 
of Appleton Lecture and Artist series. 
Mrs. D. O. Kinsman presided. 


Tbe unfavorable method, or lack of 


method, of communication between 
employer and workmen is the cause 
of dissension on tho part of workmen. 
The speaker said that in a great many 
instances it was impossible for an em- 
ploye to have his grievance get fur- 
ther than the foreman. 


"We had a, day when, our industries 


were small," sal*, Miwk,Tarbell, "and 
the employe was more of a partner 
than a worker. But our industries 
have grown. In the early days we 
had methods of communication, 
but 


we lost them in rapid growth." 


Miss Tarball stated thousands of 


workers were given machines to oper- 
ite without Instructions and wlthoat 
knowing the names of them. They 
were simply told to xvatch the person 
at their side. 
Didn't Know Machine 
"I went Into one factory," said the 


speaker, "and saw a young gul run- 
ning a complicated ajid unusual ma- 
chine. She was turning out a dtUcate 
piece of steel. 1 inquired wHat she 
called the machine and she said she 
didn't know and did not kxfow what 
the piece of steel was for that she had. 
been making for five years. Every' 
body was busy and nobody had time 
to tell anything. 


"Why does an Industry exist? 
ft 


does not exist to make men rich. But 
they never get rich unless they render 
a service to the public. They may 
have only selfish things In view. It 
is because they sorre. others. It is be- 
cause these workers serve us that 
they exist, and I say men and women 
have a right to know that their labor 
•s a service and fee! responsible. You 
never can have a really good worker 
unless he has a sense of service. 


"I was in a factory in Pennsylvania 
a few weeks ago that was doing a 
wonderful work. It was making vic- 
tory ribbons. The workers were proud 
of it. People need to know that the 
thing they are doing Is worth some- 
thing to others and they are never 
satisfied unless you give them son* 
idea of the way things are managed, 
and today there Is no chance of let- 
ting them know what things are 
worth.

"And there is another and more 


threatening thing in this lack of com- 
munication because 
it deals with 


more powerful groups, with Christian 
men and tradesmen and with skilled 
men and that is because they have no 
communication with officials. I know 
with a good many men this Is not 
true. There is not a man in my 
plant that cannot come, to me at any 
time' said Judge Gary of the steel 
corporation."

Some of the strikes involved 400.000 
men and others 125,000. Several lasted 
13 days' while others lasted 200 days. 
Eight hundred million dollars was lost 
in wages and capital lost one and 
one-half billion dollars. This loss of 
money Is not the worst thing. People 
are scattered thru a strike. Did you 
ever think what become of workers 
during a strike? After months they 
drift away looking for a Job and never 
return to their families, many of them 
tho they honestly intend to. Many 
homes are thus disrupted."
